4. You have also asked In your memorandum for our pinion 
whether an Agency employee who is subpoenaed to appear a-* a witness 
In matters not arising out of hi* official capacity by any state court or 
any component of a state Government may be granted court leave under 
the provisions of Chapter I 1-8. It is our opinion, based once again on 
the definition given in tb^t chapter, that an Agency employee in this 
situation ms y not be granted court leave unless, by some unlikely 
happenstance the Federal Government became involved in an action In 
« state court and failed to change the venue of the action. As stated in 
the Federal Personnel Manual the only two possibilities for court leave 
are {1} when the employee is attending any court at a witness m behalf 
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of the Unite i States or the istrici of Columbia or (2) for jury duty. 

5, Since your question expressly relates to appearance© by em- 
ployees oa matter a not arising from official capacities, nothing has 
been said herein concerning those situations described in Oh* per 1 1-8 
end in 23- Comp.
